June 5~A m il­ 
itary council headed by Pro-Ally 
Gen. A rturo Rawson assumed gov­ 
ernm ental powers todav in Argen­ 
tina, last American state with dip­ 
lomatic ties to the Axis, after over­ 
throwing the isolationist, Castillo 
Regime, in a lightning revolt, and 
declaring m artial law in the coun­ 
try. 
The international significance of

Rawson and other m ilitary leaders 
in forcing President Vtamon Cas­ 
tillo to flee to an Argentine w ar­ 
ship still was not clear, but there 
were these factors:

One of the first acts of the 
provisional government was the a r­ 
rest of a prom inent pro-Axis n a t­ 
ionalist 
Manuel Fresco. 
2. 
One of several proclam ations 
said to have been Issued by Raw­ 
son pledged A rgentina's coopera­ 
tion in a "true American union of 
collaboration and compliance with 
our international pact."

Pro-Dem ocratic papers pub­ 
lished an announcem ent, said to 
em anate from the 
revolutionaries, 
pledging compliance w ith a resolu­ 
tion adopted by the conference of 
American foreign m inisters a t Rio 
de Janiero recommending th a t all 
American republics break with the 
Axis.

Some reports, however, indicated 
the objectives of the revolutionaries 
were largely domestic. 
The revolt, with Rawson leading 
some 7,000 troops into Buenoe Aires 
yesterday and taking control of the 
governmental offices abandoned by 
the fleeing President Castillo, oc­ 
curred on the day the conservatives 
were to name a candidate to suc­ 
ceed Castillo.

Jerry Number Th ree

Catapult planes must be slower 
th an oth er warplanes because th ey 
are sturdily built to with stand th e 
sh ock of a cordite-ch arged catapult 
wh ich accelerates th em from stand­ 
ing still to about 60 m.p.h . on th e 
way acrass 100-odd feet 
of 
deck. 
Yet a specially-rigged prototype of 
th e Dalrus won th e Sch neider Tro­ 
ph y race almost 20 years ago.

DENVER — Great Britain can

it comes to successfully combating 
juv enile delinquency, now ramp ant 
in this country, according to Mis.s 
Maude M. Boston. 
Miss Boston, a British teacher 
and lecturer, in Denv er on a tour 
of United States, said that Eng­ 
land's growing children receiv e an 
; AA-1 p riority ov er all other "sur- 
: v iv al resources" of the nation. 
Prominent In England in start- 
| ing day nurseries for children of 
, p arents emp loyed in defense plants, 
j Miss Boston Is in this country to 
assist in starting a similar p rogram 
in centers where “war orp hans" 
I hav e become one of the chief de­ 
linquency p roblems. 
“The day nursery," Miss Boston 
j said, "has p rov ed to be the solu- 
I tion of the serious p roblem created 
by the drawing of 
thousands of 
mothers into war industry." 
The care of school age children 
and 
the 
p roblem of delinquency 
raised by wartime dislocations are 
met by a common sense prov ision 
which is carried out in the ad­ 
ministration of the draft of wom­ 
en. 
“All women in England between 
18 and 45 are registered, and those 
in the 18 and 30 year class are sub­ 
ject to the draft and may be as­ 
signed to noncombat jobs in the 
military forces," she said. 
“Others up to 45 are required 
to accep t war work in factories or 
elsewhere when assigned. 
"Mothers with children under 14 
are exemp t from the draft, and 
this is carried further than that. 
Before any such mother can be ac- 
! cep ted for a job in industry of any 
kind, she must p resent ev idence 
, to the labor exchange that pro- 
j v ision has been made for the prop­ 
er care of her children, either in 
I the gov ernment or otherwise.
